Shunning Trenches 
Arouse Ire.

PARIS, Aug. 15.—The first wave of 
enthusiasm has swept over France as 
@ result of the coming of the Pershing 
expedition. and the United States now 
must accept the responsibility of waving 
aside the traditional euphemisms of 
French courtesy and get down to the 
naked facts of the great war. 

The numbers of the Pershing expedi- 


} thom are not many, but the people of 


Francte well understand .the vast efforts 
mecessury for the training of large num- 
bers of men in the discipline of modern 
war. They await with calmness and 
confidence the results of our draft. 

But there is developing in the front 
line trenches, there against the terrible 
reality of German artillery where the 
decisions of this war will be reached, a 
muttering which it will take only a 
short time to spread all over France. 

The plaint of thé French poilus, those | 
herves and martyrs of the conflict who 
aithough the least among the great na- 
tions have borne the heaviest brunt of 
German and Austrian terrorism for 
three years, is a plaint which all honor 
demands should reach the ears of Amer- 
ica without being muffled or muted by 
the stupidity of the censorship or short- 
sighted diplomacy. 


Few. Wounded Are Seen. 

Tt is a surprise. to most Americans 
who visit France that there are not 
more wounded in the streets of Paris. 
The secret of thie is that, however seri- 
ous may be his wounds, no Frenchman 
will stop fighting for his country, or 
try to evade. service in its armies until 
he is no longer able to appear on the 
streets of its cities. 

They help in many other, auxiliary 
serdices. ‘They carry munitions, food 
and mafi to the front line trenches. They 
are abie yet to walk, although many 
of them limp a little, afd all of them 
are able to shoot = rifle or give a help- 
ing hand at a machine gun when the 
bulk of the crew has been killed. But 
they have not been kept in the front 
Jime trenches. The French war chiefs 
have found plenty for them to do in 
the auxiliary, and less dangerous, ser- 
vices of the army. — 

Now, however, the news is beginning 
to leak back into Paris that large num- 
bers of these crippled men are being 


sent back into the trenches. Their places | 


on the ambulances and munitions, food, 
and mail transport are being taken by 
sound, healthy, energetic young men 
from the United States.

NAMAYCUSH, THE LAKE TROUT. 


H® angler who takes his vacation in 
the early fall, and who goes to 
the north country, certainly will 
not get the best of fishing. Stream 
fishing for trout is closed by law; mus- 
kies are likely to be having trouble with 
their teeth, while bass may or may 
not, probably not, be in the shallows 
and in a biting mood at the same time. 
This leaves, in most northern waters, 
only pike perch, “snakes,” arid lake 


' trout, and while lake trout fishing may 


not be the best sport in the world it cer- 
tainly is a good pastime. 

The lake trout is fairly well distrib- 
uted. Its original range was from New 
Brunswick on the east to Idaho and 
the Fraser river valley on the west, and 
to Hudson bay on the north, being par- 
ticularly plentiful in the upper great 
lakes. Fish culturists are continually 
planting them in new waters, and the 
laker promises to become one ‘of our 
most common food and game fishes. 

As with most widely distributed fishes, 
the lake trout has a multitude of names. 
In the great lakes region it is cailed 
Mackinaw trout and namaycush. Sub 
species or variants are called siskowet, 
black trout, reef trout, racers, pot bel- 
lies, buckskins. In the east they are 
called togue, except in Maine, where 
they are known as lunge. In Canada 
they call them gray trout, fork tails, 
and tullade. Boia $5

The lake trout is a charr and not a 
salmon trout, belonging to the same fam- 
ily as our more elegant and less coarse 
brook trout. They have been khown to 
reach 100 pounds in weight, but those of 
that size are rare. A fifty 
pounder is considered a big laker and 
the average of those caught on hook and 


twenty pounders are not uncommon, 
however, in Algonquin Park and other 
Canadian waters. ry 

These fish are in shallow water only 
a short time in the spring, usually before 
the legal season opens, so fishing for 
them is a deep water proposition and in 
certain regions trolling for lakers has 
been developed almost to a science. Some 
places they go so far as to put out a 
buoy and throw meat and pieces of fish 
in the vicinity a few days before start- 
ing to fish, which may or may not be 
sportsmanlike, depending on your view- 
point and your previous condition of 
servitude.

Some anglers prefer a hand line for 
fishing for lake trout, but a stiff trolling 
rod gives one more sport.* If ah ordi- 
‘mary linen trolling line is used a heavy 
sinker—from a quarter of a pound up— 
will be necessary. To the end of your 
line tie about. ten feet of weak line— 
an old casting line is good—to which you 
tie your sinker, the idea being that if 
you do get snagged you can break the 
sinker line and save the rest of the rig. 
A good plan is to use a three-way swivel 
or a chugging rig, tying the end of the 
main line to one eye of the swivel, the 
sinker line to another and the leader to 
the third. This will keep the bait and 
line from fouling. Sometimes a wire 
leader is used, but a double or treble 
twisted gut leader is better.

The best line for deep trolling is the 
braided copper, which is fine copper 
wire braided over a silk core. Such a 
line requires no sinker, which is some- 
what of a nuisance in deep water fish- 
ing, and is flexible enough to be reeled 
on to a large metal reel—the big wooden 
reels afte for solid copper lines, which 
are inferior in every way to the braided, 
Braided copper line costs about 4 cents 
a yard, One hundred yards is not too 
much have.

Danger in “ War Profite” Tax. | 
If the present efforts of senators to 
bring abou. the ‘“congeription of 
wealth” are successful, some deplora- 
ble consequences are sure to follow. 
The theory of a confiscatory tax on war 
profits is attractive and specious, but in 
practice it will work untold hardship. 
The plan is to call the earnings of cor- 
porations and firms during a period be- 
fore the War ‘“‘normal” and to assume 
that any larger gains being made at 
the present time are “ war profits” and 
therefore properly liable to confiscation. 
In the case of some old, strong corpora- 
tions, particulariy those engaged in the 
manufacture of war supplies, the plan 
may be what it purports, but in the 
ease of concerns started a few years 
ago and financed perhaps by selling 
stock to small investors it is not. Such 
companies probably operated at a loss 
at first and then perhaps at a small 
profit till the war boom brought them 
prosperity. If their profits are con- 
fiscated, they will be left at the end of 
the war with no surplus, but instead 
with a big inventory of supplies bought 
at war prices. Then if a business de- 
pression comes they will face bank- 
rutpcy and the ‘‘ War profits” tax will 
prove to be a confiscation of capital. 
Strong concerns that were making fair 
profits before the war of course can 
survive the ordeal, but even in their 
case the term “ conscription of wealth ” 
is a misnomer. Most of these corpora- 
tions are owned in large part by small 
investors, and it is their modest incomes 
that will be “conscripted.” They are 
willing to carry their share of the load. 
Why not distribute it fairly? |

Burlington and Northwestern. 

S. H. B.—The great advantage of the 
Burlington over the Northwestern is its 
lower capitalization. The former has 
$19,199 of funded debt and $11,832 of 
stock per mile the latter $26,0&% of 
debt and $18,811¥stock. The former 
hauls train loads of 558 tons and the 
latter 491. The Burlington owns 1,200 
miles more of road than the North- 
western and has a 10 per cent greater 
density of freight traffic but a smaller 
density of passenger traffic. The North- 
western carries less coal and other low 
rate freight and receives .81 cent per 
mile per ton to the Burlington's ,71 cent. 
This gives the former slightly larger 
gross earnings per milé, but the superior 
operating efficiency of the Burlington 
gives it the greater net, the figures 
being $3,621 and $4,339. Presumably 
the difference in capitalization is due to 
the Burlington having fewer bridges and

painfulness of ingrowing toenails by 
wearing shoes of the proper length and 
by cutting your toenails straight across.

oxide of zinc plaster. and a gauze pack- 
ing should be inserted under the nail 
edge. Mild cases of perspiration of the 
feet can. be remedied by adding two 
tablespoonfuls of commen baking soda 
to the water in hich the feet are 
bathed. Excessive perspiration may be 
relieved by the application of a 25 per 
cent solution of aluminum chloride in 
distilled water. This should be dabbed 
on the feet every second or third day. 
‘Three such applications are usually suf- 
ficient.

Audiences seem to me to have 
gtown progressively worse. It is not, 
therefore, astonishing that the falsest 
notions concerning true canning prac- 
tices prevail, and that many old and 
bad ideas hold their own. 

Many canning demonstrators have told 
me that women have come to them and 
asked them what preserving powder to 
use. I doubt if any woman would think 
it right to put a spoonful of borax into 
the greens she was cooking, yet she will 
do the same thing when she is putting 
something up. A woman te whom I had 
been pointed out came to me at a lec- 
ture the other day and asked me if a 
certain preserving powder was the best. 
She had used it for putting up a ldt of 
Swiss chard, but had found that some 
she put up without it was keeping just 
as well. I am afraid I answered 
almost impatiently anything that 
could destroy the living organisms could 
alao work harm to the living cells of 
our digestive organs. I was not sur- 
prised that her husband had suffered 
from rheumatism, a disease of wrong 
eating, for twenty-three years, and that 
she was affiicted. Great heavens, when 
will people realize what food is for! 

Mr. Farrell explained this whole mat 
ter without mincing words. He gaid

More explicitly he said that these pow- 
ders were 94.6 per cent boric acid and 
the rest common salt, the latter being 
added so that the product could be called 
a compound.

‘eommercial.canning factory today were 


preservatives used except for tomato 
catsups, this only in the poorest fac- 
tories, and then only one-tenth of 1 per 
cent, while the housewife who uses pre- 
serving powders uses ten times this 
amount. These so-called mild preserving 
powders are not mild at all in their ef- 
fects on -human systems. 

We have all received so-called canning 
recipes in which one of the ingredients 
for putting up string beans or other 
green things was vinegar. Mr. Farrell 
says he always sets such products aside 
when he is judging canning products. 
One woman asked him why he set aside 
her beets. He told her because she had 
used vinegar, which she denied, but when 
he started to take off a cover to taste 
them she said: “ You do not need to 
bothef; I'll just take them home!” It 
would not be nice for me to say what I 
have seen women like that do. Is it not 
pathetic? 

Mr. Farrell says he knows women who 
have been canning for some years who 


do not have to refer to a recipe. The | 


different products have been simply 
grouped in the bulletins in order to make 
constant reference to a recipe unneces- 
sary. Soft fruits require a certain time 
and treatment, hard fruits a little dift- 
ferent, root vegetables one kind of treat- 
ment and greens another. A few things 
like corn, tomatoes, pineapple, and 
mushrooms are in a class by themselves, 
but the method of treatment is soon 
learned ; let us emphasize learned. 


Without thinking that he is exagger- 
ating he says that there are 400 ways of 
canning tomatoes alone. When the gov- 
ernment started out in the canning club- 
work it found that there were thousands 
of recipes, every one having somé merit, 
but with this mass the subject was so 
confusing that women got the idea that 
there was some magic about canning. 
The first attempt was to standardize rec- 
ipes, and the cold pack or one period 
canning is the result, the highly prac- 
tical result, all things considered. The 
hot pack is called the hit or miss method, 
because if it was a windy day or a 
woman swept just before she packed 
she was likely to have bad luck. She 
dipped spores into her jars along with 
the hot product. A jar in sterilizing top 
down, is no longer sterile when it is 
turned up to the air, Foods are also 
rendered uwunsterile as quickly as that. 
The fractional method came from the 
laboratory, and is scientifically correct, 
but no rubber will stand three days’ boil- 
ing without a chance of its being ruined 
and the product is overcooked. 

Farmers’ bulletin 839, 2,400,000 copies 
of which will have been distributed be- 
fore the season is over, gives the classi- 
fication which if learned will help any 
woman to can without a recipe. — 


What are called little fins of glass, if 
they come in contact with the rubber, 
will cut it and so spoil the seal. Mr. 
Farrell takes more pains to see that the 
tops of his jars are not defective than 
any other demonstrator I have seen. 
With a heavy, stubby knife these bits 


of glass may be scraped off; the lower . 


part of a Mason jar cover may be 
scraped smooth in the same way. He 
takes off a loose bail from a glass top 
jar after he has scraped off any bits 
of glass, catches his index fingers into it 
and presses up with his thumbs. If he 
was not so strong he would press down 
the middle of the wire on a table. This 
would make the sides of the ball bulge, 
so these have to be pressed back. If 
after all this is done, and the wire snaps 
down too hard, so that it might break 
jar or top, he says to push it down and 
up once makes it all right. |

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will be tight enough is by use of the 
thumb nail, and is found a disagreeable 
one, so instead of that in testing glasses 
the rubbers are put on, the top fastened 
on as when completely sealed and then 
the rubber is pulled out.

Hot water 
is then put in the jars to see if they 
leak. Some people rebel at taking all 
this pains, but it is slight compared with 
the logs of time and effort when canped 
things spoil. 

Pubbere must stretch reasonably. This 
‘s called tensile strength. Unscrupulous 
manafacturers will be prohibited in the 
future from doing some of the things in 
maxing rubber jar rings that they have 
done in the past. For one thing, they 
have substituted creosote for gum. The 
flavor of creosote cannot be boiled out 
and is boiled into fruit. To test a rub- 
ber for creosote, plunge it into boiling 
water for five minutes, rub it in the 
hands and smell. 

The inside diameter of a good rubber, 
according to Mr. Farrell, who has prob- 
ably done more work testing rubbers 
than any one else, and speaks more au- 
thoritatively concerning the evils of bad 
rubbers, should be two and one-fourth 
inches. The flange of the rubber, width 
should be ten thirty-sec nds of av inch, 
and twelve to an inch gives a rulber 
of the right thickness. It is poor if only 
nive thirty-seconds of an inch wide, and 
thinner than twelve toan inch, He says 
that some manufacturer who wanted to 
help retailers to make some money to 
run their stores made this year a 
fraudulent thing which he could sell 
them at 13 cents a gross, hardly: a cent 
a dozen, you see, and these were cut 
twenty-two to an inch in thickness. He 
said there was no need to worry if a 
rubber was gritty because it indicates 
the presence of cotton in the rubber, 
and that is a good thing. 

Asparagus, says Mr. Farrell, gets bit- 
ter every.hour it is away from the stem 
it grew on. If your canned asparagus 
is bitter, that may be the reason, al- 
though few people would go so far as 
to say that only those who grow their 
own “grass"’ should can this green, as 
he does. Certainly if stalks are shrunken 
it indicates that they were too old. 


In canning corn, Mr. Farrell believes. 


the most important thing is the picking, 
and that ordinary market corn is not 
good for canning. He cuts the kernels 
off rather closely, so as to get the most 
nutritious part, the germ. He bilanches 
five minutes to set the milk.

HE librarian of the Newberry Ili- 

brary, reading of the abandoned 

occurrences at the Cort theater 
and the Olympic, asks this authority if 
conditions in the drama are not the 
reverse of what they used to be. It 
seems to him that in other days the 
players were the profligate figures of 
the theater, while the playwrights, an 
estimable band, discoursed seriously of 
virtue and its rewards: 

Now he finds the magazines and 
Sunday supplements full of pictures 
of the actors basking in the soul’s 
calm sunshine that is virtue’s prize, 
the most domesticaliy inclined class 
in the community. “They swarm with 
babies !" says he. On the other hand, 
the dramatists are recorded as dealing 
in airy approbation with the dissobute 
practices of visitors to and inhabitants 
of our metropolis, producing plays 
which only emphasize the frugality of 
the wages of sin in New York City.

The librarian appends an extract 
from the Weekly Miscellany of Lon- 
don, dated Jan. 27, 1739, the intention 
of which is to prove “that the im- 
morality and scandalous lives of the 
majority of our modern Comedians, is 
the great obstacle to the Stage’s re- 
covering its antient reputation; and 
that while those who mogt shine in 
our Dramatic performances ane 
known to be vicious, they will never 
be looked upon with pleasure by the 
virtuous part of mankind, nor be so 
capable of representing those charac; 
ters which ought to appear with most 
advantage, as they will those which 
tend to the depravity of the audience; 
and consequently, that a man who has 
been guilty of such enormities as have

‘It may be very difficult to make one 
who is every day at court, believe 
that thing to be a vice or folly which 
he sées daily practised by those whom 
he loves and esteems. Should this 
regulation be accepted the theater 
would be deprived of some of its 
brightest. ornaments.’”

Even with the most‘casua! glance it 
is obvious that the stars are nog eveniy 
distributed throughout the ine, Be that 
they are densely crowded along the Milky 
Way. By means of “star gauges,” 
which are counts of the stats in small 
selected areas over the sky, it has been 
ascertained that there are places where 
the stars are thinnest, in the regions 
about the Great Dipper and about Fo- 
malhaut, where the average number is 
only four, while in the Milky Way itself 
the number is 122. 

The stars which can be seen with the 
naked eye have been grouped into six 
magnitudes, beginning with bright stars 
like Vega and Altair and ending with 
stars which are barely visible on a dark 
night. About 3,000 naked eye stars can 
be seen‘at any one time. An opera 
glass more than doubles this number 
with the seventh and eighth magnitudes 
which it brings,to view. By means of 


larger telescopes the number which can 


be seen is greatly increased, but not 
uniformly all over the sky. 

The stars of the milky way, most of 
which are below the eighth magnitude, 
seem to increase in number without 
limit as power is applied to them, but 
for‘the other stars,,and particularly for 
those In the places where the number 


of stars is least, there is a rapid falling | 


off after the seventeenth magnitude is

reached. This suggests that we have 
passed the outer realms of the universe 
and are looking into a great empty void 
beyond. : 

The explanation of these facts is that 
the solar system is situated at about 
the center of a gigantic star cluster, 
which, as seen by us, fills the whole 
sky, The cluster is the center of our 
siderial universe, and the Milky Way 
is its edge. In shape it is much like 
a watch, comparatively thin but much 
extended laterally: As we look. out along 
its short radii we see few stars and 
reach the outer limits of the system 
quickly, while if we look along the 
long radii there are many stars and a 
slow diminution of their numbers. 

Our universe is a spiral nebula, .some 
300,000 light years across. It hangs iso-

NATIONALITY AND PEACE. 
It was reported recently that two cities in Spain 
have established a republic. Though not verified, 
‘the report reminds us that the Catalans would like 
to be independent of Castilian Spain. Finland 
wants complete independence, so does the Ukraine. 
Poland expects it. Sinn Feiners |want an Irish 
republic. The integrity of the Balkan states is 
pledged by the allies. There is a trend toward 
disintegration, If the nationalist principle is car- 
ried out logically to its conclusion, Europe will 
be largely made up of smal) states. | 

If this process takes place, what will be the 
result? A universal peace? We cannot think 80. 
We who fear aggressive imperialism are tempted 
to overlook the fact that intense nationality is 
its parent. The small state, if it is able to pros- 
per, goon developes ambition. Prussia was once 
a very smal! state, but it has come very near to 
mastering the world. A _ poverty stricken little 
village on the Tiber actually did. The value 
of nationality, in fact, from the point of view of 
civilization, is that in the intensity of its ego 
it generates power, and power is not passive. 


The pacifist dreams that by. some formula he 
can insure the indefinite continuance of a present 
state. But Ite is change, existence a flux, in 
nations as in men. Given a world carefully reor- 
ganized on the basis of race or/nationality, as 
we loosely call it nowadays, we shall not have any 
check upon this principle of expansion. We shall 
have only a new beginning of an old process, the 
process of reintegration, which balances that of 
disintegration, as the systole of the heart balances 
the diastole. y 

These are platitudes of history, but there seems 
to bé little respect for them among our many 
architects of a new world of perpetual peace and 
unshakable stability. | 

The situation in Europe, for example, with its 
peoples redivided on new national lines, will show 
certain peoples in great preponderance. The Ger- 
mans, the French, the British, with their seventy 
and forty, millions respectively, will tower above 
the rest. To protect themselves from these larger 
units, and for other reasons chiefly economic, the , 
smaller states will federate or combine in one 
‘way or another. These federations may become 
formidable enough to threaten the larger states, 
which then may form alliances with lesser units. 
In both federations and alliances lade states are 
likely to achieve a leadership or hegemony, as 
Prussia has done in the German federated empire; 
and as long as one people may be more numerous 
or more energetic than others there will be 
instability in international combinations. 

But the character of these combinations will have 
@ great deal to do with the degree of their stabil- 
ity. If they are not created largely, by imperialist 
ambition, but are unions created by consent, and 
founded on compatibility of interests and char- 
acter, they are,likely to develop the permanent 
unity we think we possess in the United States. 
If they. are forced to federation by a domi- 
nating state determined to aggrandize itself, their 
existence will be brief and bloody. 

But if the world is broadly democratized and 
the American doctrine that government should 
arise from the consent of the governed gains a 
general acceptance, the resort to war will become 
more and more infrequent. Republics make war. 
The pseudo-democratic states of Greece were con- 
stantly at one another's throats. Nevertheless, 
since the civilian does not like war, civilian con- 
trolled states will tend to find other ways of ad- 
justing differerfces. The economic factor somefimes 
compels war, but it is. more easjly compromised 
than the prideful ambition of the professional 
statesman or the soldier, and with the taking over 
of government by civilians the jeconomic factor 
in policy will come to dominate. ,

“I have been in very many homes of 
the ‘ well to do,’ and find, if the house- 
wife keeps a kitchen maid, that she 
pays absolutely no attention as tp the 
way the dishes are washed, and if she

3 doesn’t keep a maid she washes {them 


no better. | 

“It seems to me that with tubercu- 
losis and all the other contagious and 
infectious diseases, all dishes should be 
scalded; but many people fear to scald 
their glasses for fear of breaking them. 
I have scalded my tumblers for years 
and have never broken one that way, 
-If the water is poured on the outside 
and inside of the glass at the same time, 
so that the glass will expand evenly 
from the outside and inside, there will 
be no danger of breakage. And 
seems to me that scalding of glasses, 
cups, forks, spoons, and everything that 
the tongue or lips touch is very impor-

REPLY. - 

The July number of the American 
Journal of Public) Health contains an 
article on dishwashing by Manheimer. 
_He investigated hand and machine dish- 
washing, and came to the conclusion 
that the latter was much the best. 

In. hand dishwashing the water was 
always below 113 degrees. Human hands 
canhot stand water that is hotter than 
that. Water that is less than 113 de- 
grees will not kill all of the bacteria 
on dishes, even if it contains soap. In 
conseqtence, in eleven of the twenty res- 
taurants making use of handwashing, 
between 1,000 and 5,000 bacferiad were 
found off the rims of.newly washed cups 
and in six of the places the newly washed 
spoons showed more than 1,000 bacteria 
on swabs. | 

He then smeared spoons and glasses 
with bacteria at the rate of half to three- 
quarters of a million to the swab, al- 
lowed the. cultures to dry, had the arti- 
cles washed, and) found between fifty 
and one hundred and eighty bacteria to 
the swab. He comes to the conclusion 
_that there is some danger of infection 
from the use of dishes washed in a 
public restaurant by hand, but that the 
danger is not great. | 

The method of mechanical dishwash- 
ing not being so well known, it 
a description. -The dishes, packed in 
wire crates, are lowered into a vessel 
of hot water and /soapsuds. The water 
is at or just below 212 degrees, the 
boiling point. An agitator in the bottom 
of the tank keeps the water in motion. 
The dishes are left in the hot water 
one minute. The dishes are then lifted 
from this vat and placed in one of clean 
running boiling water. They are lifted 
in and out of this vat three or four

The crate with fhe dishes standing on 
edge is set on a drying board. The hot 
dishes dry quickly. Mechanical washing 
is quick, labor saving and economical. 
Manheimer found that it was also far 
more effective.

These experiments and ‘tests indicate 
that there Is no danger of the spreati of 
any form of confagion by the properly 
kept dishes in any dining room and 
kitchen where mechanical washing is 
dohe. The essence of the situation is the 
‘use of hot water, the avoidance of the 
use of towels and the minimum amount 
of handling. | | 
Manheimer insists that ‘both custom 
and law should require. that dishwater 
be 176 degrees or hotter. Where hand 
washing is done there is some danger. 
The temperature of the water is low. 
The wiping is done with a towel that 
may be badly soiled. There is a good 
deal of handling. | Some of the practices 
even of good kitchens are sloppy.

Fortunately, sunlight, air, and 
drying “kill most of the bacteria left by 
faulty dishwashing, and many of us are 
resistant to contagion. we 

Manbeimer found the practices of quick 
luneh counters, soft drink counters, and 
confectionery establishments to be much 
more objectionable. In some water 
glasses are not washed ‘during the day. 
The used glasses are drained and rinsed. 
Many of them are poorly rinsed, The 
spoons are rinsed in cold water and then 
stood in metal containers until supplied 
to the next customer. 

I should say that Manheimer sustains 
your points, Dish washing as you de- 
scribe it, and every reader can compare | 
his or her method with your description, 
would destroy most of the bacteria on 
the cups, glasses and spoons. Of those 
unkilled the larger portion would die 
from the effects of drying, air and light. 
The power of the resistance of the users 
would serve to still further protect. 
Safety would not be absolute. 

On the other hand, for the ordinary 
family circle the factor of safety would 
be reasonably high. The probability 
is that dishes would not cause the spread 
of any disease within the family circle 
from one member of the family to an- 
other. There would be rare exceptions. 
Occasionally, colds would be spread that 
way perhaps. The probability is that 
syphilis has been spread that way. It 
is reasonably certain that typh d 
it is péssible that diptheria has been, 
spread that way. But the danger is 
not great. ~: 

When it comes to boarding houses, ho- 
tels, restaurants, confectioneries, and 
soda fountains, the factor of safety is 
not high enough to protect all or nearly 
all of the users. 

Custom and law requiring mechanical 
dish washers wherever they can be af- 
forded and water 176 degrees and over 
in all\places should be insisted upon. 

Among the diseases liable to be spread 
by improperly washed dishes are ty- 
phoid, diphtheria, syphilis, colds and 
possibly tuberculosis. And then there is 
the esthetic side. It is not pleasant «to 
think of using dishes that have not been 
properly cleaned. To think of drinking 
from a glass on. the rim of which there 
is some of the mouth secretion of some 
man. We are willing to pay for the 
esthetic. , 

We patronize restaurants where the 
sales price of meat’is several times the 
price of meat at the butchers because 
we know that shining glasses, polished 
plates and clean table linen cost money. 
We pay for the esthetic knowing well 
what we are doing. But having paid 
for it we must insist upon getting the 
real thing, not what seems to be. We 
must insist that the essentials of the 
esthetic be found in the back of the 
house as well as in the front.

A Believer in the Real Germany. 

If people of German birth who come 
to this country were left alone and not 
pursued by the German language press, 
their minds would be shaped to this 
American republic, which was thelr orig- 
inat‘intention when choosing this coun- 
try for their home, and they would ac- 
quire the intelligence to perform their .

This transformation, 
following every hypothesis, ought to end in the triumph 
of two great principles: liberation of nationalities and 
the democratization of institutions. That is to say, it will 
prolong the evolution which commenced at the end of the 
eighteenth century and which continued, with many vicis- 
mpoden through the ‘nineteenth.

NE of the events to which I allude, the least im- 

“portant whatever in its final value, was in truth a 

fortuitous occurrence: the death of Franz Joseph. 
Imagine the death of the old monarch, always wrongly 
proclaimed a pacific spirit, occurring several years later. 
Would humanity have been the gainer? Discussion of 
this problem resembles one of those little jeuz de société 
invented for the use of the feeble minded. Ignering 
always what might have been the program of the Arch- 
duke Franz Ferdinand, the victim of the drama of Sara- 
jevo, if he had received the crown, the words pronounced 
by William II. when he learned of the assassination, 
“There are sieve years of effort effaced,” remain 
unexplained, despite all attempt at interpretation. At 
the most, he is indifferent today as to whether the Prince 
of Belvedere had been dualist or trialist, whether ‘he had 
wished to maintain intact the Danubian empire or whether 
he had ‘meditated profound alterations; whether he leaned 
towards imperial expansion or towards a diplomacy of 
conciliation and compromise. It. is Charles I. before 
whom we find ourselves, and though hg has only reigned 
“for a few months and has apparently felt his path through 
the varied fluctuations we commence’to perceive that 
chafiges are intervening in Cislithuania and Translithu- 
ania. 


. Considered in its entirely, the policy of Charles I. since 
his accession differs sensibly from that practiced by Franz 
Joseph from 1914 to 1916. Not in its appeal to new 
counselors and in its discard of individuals strongly 
marked is the policy of the young Hapsburg displeasing 
to the German suzerain: it is also and above all by acts 
whose value we should do wrong to’ exaggerate—for how 
is it possible to separate the sincere from the hypocritical? 
—but which cannot always pass unperceived. Czernin 
has made several reprisals in favor of a rapid peace 
which have been disavowed in Berlin, and, on the other 
hand, an amnesty published at the end of June has been 
interpreted as an advance towards Slavism. Assuredly, if 
the Austro-German agreements had not beam at least 
lightly modified several months ago, we should not have 
heard of the precipitous voyages, one after the other, to 
Vienna and to Lexenburg of Bethmann-Hollweg, Hinden- 
burg, and William himself. The military, economic, and 
moral condition of the Danubian empire indicates to 
Charles I. and to others a dissolution. This evolution is 
in immediate relation and clearly visible with the events 
that have entirely overturned the general texture of 
Russia

1. Do ‘not use gasoline for washing or 
cleaning—use kerosene te cut the grease. 

2. Do not spill gasoline or let drip when 
filling—it is dangerous and wasteful. 

3. De not expose gasoline to air—it evap- 
orates rapidly and ts dangerous. 

4. Do not allow engine to ran when car 
is standing. Cars are fitted with self-start- 
ers and it is good for the battery to be used 
frequently. 

5. Have carburetors adjusted to ase lean- 
est mixture possible—e lean mixture avoids 
carbon deposits. 

6. See that piston rings fit tightly and cyl- 
inders hold compression well. Leakage of 
compression causes loss. 

7. Stop all gasoline leakage. Form the 
habit of shutting off gasoline at the tank or 
feedpipe. 

8. See that all bearings run freely and are

well lubricated—frietion consumes power and 
wastes gas. 

9. Protect the radiator in cold weather—a 
eold engine is hard to start and is short in 
power. .

Power 
consumption increases at a faster rate than 
speed. Every car has a definite speed at 
which it operates with maximum fuel econ- 
omy. 

12. Change gears rather than climb hills 
with wide open throttle—it saves car and gas.

By exercise of forethought a num- 
ber of errands can be combined so that one 
trip to gown or elsewhere will do as well 
as two.

of his own state. Wisconsin lakes 

or Indiana roads have luted him 

out of Illinois until it has become 
& tradition that the first requisite of an 
enjoyable automobile outing is to get 
across the nearest state line as quickly 
ag possible. | 

The impulse; of course, is a natural 
one and the result is easily wnntisbuieed.:. 
but it has left a lot of interesting terri- 
tory more or less unexplored. More- 
over, prosaic as we may be, there's a 
lingering bit of sentiment in most of us 
which, if we'll just take the trouble to 
make the discovery, lends an interest to 
things in the home state that is some- 
how lacking elsewhere. 

Like the Indiana boy who thought 
Illinois grass was pink because the state 
was that color on his map, the strictly 
urban Chicagoan has a lot to learn. 

An easily negotiated trip of no little 
interest iagthe one outlined herewith. 
Considering that they are Illinois roads, 
the roads are good—pavement for twenty 
miles, then mostly macadam and gravel, 
with an interesting stretch of concrete 
along the Kankakee river between Mo- 
mence and Kankakee. | 

On the way one journeys straight 
south out of the city, through the terri- 
tory where lie the haunts of the gqifing 
enthusiasts—Calumet, West Pullman, 
Idlewild, Flossmoor, and Olympia 
Fields. Beyond Thgrnton are the grounds 
and buildings of the Glenwood Indus- 
trial School for Boys, maintained by 
Chicago women’s clubs and civic organ- 
izations, and well worth a visit in itself. 

In Chicago Heights the motorist passes 
a point of sentimental interest to Amer- 
ican good roads enthusiasts everywhere 
—the junction of the Lincoln and Dixie 
highways. A monument, erected and 
dedicated last year, marks the spot.

At Momence. on the Dixie highway, 

one reaches the Kankakee river, known

The speedways at Chicago and New York 
have run neck and neck in the matter of 
producing fast automobile racing time. The 
American records for 150, 200. 400. 450 and 
500 miles were made on the Chicago track:

This and similar com- 
parisons indicate that the two speedways 
are almost identical in the matter of speed 
qualities. The Cincinnati course has never 
shown itself as fast as those of Chicago 
and New York, though some excellent time 
has been made there.

I.would advise you to leave it alone. The 
use of powdered graphite in the crank case of 
a eplash feed motor is not recommended. 
Graphite will not materially injure the work- 
ing parts, but it will have a tendency to clog 
and possibly prevent the proper flow of oil to 
the proper bearing surfaces. The advantages 
to be gained are hardly worth while, and I 
doubt if the use of graphite would reduce the 
noise any. Buy the best lubricating oil and 
use it straight.
